Information 


HE Eric PaPpE SCHOOL OF ARTF 
closed its third season with an 
exhibition cf the work of its 
students, in June, rgot. 

The best works of the year 
had been selected, numbering 
fifteen hundred  oil-paintings, 
drawings in charcoal and pen- 
and-ink, illustrations in wash and 

other mediums, water-colors, decorative designs, posters, 
book-covers, composition sketches and completed composi- 
tions executed with models. There were also plant and 
flower studies, still-life paintings, and original works executed 
in wood and leather by students of the Designing Class. 

The exhibition remained open to the public several days, 
nine hundred visitors having attended by invitation on the 
opening evening. 

The fourth year begins September 30, tgo1, when the 
school will again occupy the spacious studios which were 
constructed especially for its use, after the first school year. 
Improvements have been made for the coming season, add- 
ing extra space, which is necessary owing to the increasing 
number of students. 

Mr. Eric Parr, HEAD INSTRUCTOR AND DIRECTOR of this 
school, studied in Paris under the French masters, Bou- 


langer, Lefebvre, Benjamin Constant, Doucet, Blanc, and 
Delance, and, while at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, under 
Gérome, Delaunay, and Jean Paul Laurens. 

Since 1890 Mr. Pape has exhibited twenty-two pictures 
in the Paris Salon, Champ de Mars. He has received four 
medals at various exhibitions. His illustrations and deco- 
rations for books, magazines, and weeklies are widely known. 
He has traveled extensively in Europe and the Orient, and 
his visits to the remote and artistic sections of the United 
States and Mexico have made him conversant with such sub- 
jects as are sought for in current illustrations. 

Mrs. Eric Pape (zée Alice Monroe), daughter of the late 
Prof. Lewis B. Monroe, Dean of the Boston University 
School of Oratory, studied in Paris under Bouguereau, 
Robert-Fleury, and Lazar, spending seven years in the 
French capital. 

The school is fortunate in having secured the services of 
Miss Caroline Hunt Rimmer for the season 1901-1902, as 
instructor in Artistic Anatomy. 

Miss Rimmeris a daughter of the late Dr. Wm. Rimmer, 
the famous draughtsman, sculptor, and anatomist ; she has 
made Artistic Anatomy the study of her life, and is also 
well-known as a sculptress of exquisite vases, which have 
been reproduced in bronze and terra-cotta. These have been 
seen in exhibitions in this country and Europe, several vases 
having been shown at the Paris Exposition, 1go0o0. 

Miss Rimmer will give two lessons each month in Artistic 
Anatomy, from the living model, in the life classes. 

It is the intention of the Director to carry out the great but 
simple principles of the art academies of Paris. The stu- 
dent will be led as much as possible in the direction of his 


individual tastes, with a foundation of good drawing and 
anatomy gained from the study of the living model. 

There are no examinations for admittance to any of the 
classes. Students begin at once to draw from the nude and 
draped model. ‘This system, common in the academies of 
Paris, has been adopted with great success by this school. 
Advanced students will be instructed in grouping and com- 
posing on canvas. To this end, the costume model will 
pose frequently with suitable accessories, and two models 
will pose together from time to time. Mr. Pape’s collection 
of costumes, draperies, and bric-a-brac will be utilized in 
this special line of work. 

Pupils studying still-life painting will be alowed to use 
porcelains and curios from the collection made by Mr. Pape 
during his travels. 

Students of the school may obtain free entrance cards to 
the Museum of Fine Arts, and may work in the Art Rooms 
of the Boston Public Library, both of which are near the 
school. The Peabody and Agassiz Museums in Cambridge, 
with their collections of Indian and other relics, and the Old 
State House, with its fine collection of Revolutionary relics, 
are easily accessible. These collections are of special in- 
terest to students of the Illustrating Class. 

The school is in the Back Bay district, one block from 
the Park, and a short distance from Harvard Bridge, which 
crosses the Charles River. 

The Farragut Building, in which the school is situated, was 
completed in 1898. ‘The heating, ventilating, and eleva- 
vator service of the building are excellent.

Terms for Morning Classes, $15.00 per month, giving the student two lessons 
each week. 

Terms for Afternoon Classes, $15.00 per month, giving the student two les- 
sons each week. 


This amount is reduced to $11.25 per month if two payments of $45.00 
each are made (in October and February) for the school year. This reduc- 
tion is only allowed on a full year’s attendance. The amount charged for 
regular monthly payments will be required of students who, having encered 
the school on yearly rates, withdraw before making the second payment.

ett All payments strictly in advance. No deduction of fees will be made on 
account of absence. Payments count from date to date. 


An entrance fee of $5.00 will be charged each student once on entering 
the school. $2.50 of this amount will be returned to the student if he re- 
mains a member of the school for more than four months. This fee is not 
required for students of the evening course. 


Easels, drawing-boards, water-color tables, and drawers for materials are fur- 
nished by the school for the use of students. 


Each pupil is required to provide a portfolio in which to keep drawings. 
Board ranging from $5.00 to $10.00 per week may be obtained in the vicinity of 


the school.
